“F” Passenger trains indicated will stop upon signal to receive or 
lana passengers. 


1.  Northward trains are superior to southward trains 
of the same class, 

Register Stations:—Ohio St. Greenwood, Washington 
and Straight Line Jct. All trains will register at their 
initial and terminal stations. All register at Washington. 

Str. Line Jct—Conductors will register personally. 
Northward trains will report arrival and clearance by 
telephone to C. & E. I. Dispatcher at Evansville. 


2. Movement of trains between Straight Line Junction 
and Evansville will be made under joint C. & E. I.-E. & I. 
time table and under C. & E. I. rules. Train and engine 
employes must provide themselves with a copy of the 
joint time table, and will be subject to the orders issued 
by proper C. & E. I. authorities. The time shown at 
Evansville is for information only. Straight Line Junc- 
tion is initial and terminal station under Rule 4 book of 
rules. 


3. Standard clocks are located in Dispatchers' Office 
Terre Haute, Ohio St, Terre Haute, Greenwood Yard Of- 
fice, Washington and Dispatchers’ Office at Evansville. 


4. General Order Boards are located at Ohio St, 
Greenwood Yard Office and Engine House Washington, 
and Evansville, Dispatchers’ Office and Engine House: 


5. Speed Restrictions. Trains and engines will reduce 
speed to Ten (10) miles per hour through cross overs. 

a—Passenger trains and engines light, or with caboose 
must not exceed Thirty-five (35) miles per hour at any 
point and not exceed Fifteen (15) miles per hour around 
sharp curves. 


b—Freight trains must not exceed Thirty (30) miles 
per hour at any point, and not exceed Fifteen (15) miles 
per hour around sharp curves. 

c—Laneaster Branch--Trains or engines must not ex- 
ceed Five (5) miles per hour. 


e—Trains handling Refrigerators will run steadily and 
with great care around curves. Speed must be slow enough 
to avoid damage in case of derailment. 


f—At Washington trains will not approach nor pags 
over Main Street crossing just north of passenger sta- 
tion to exceed Four (4) miles per hour. Conductors of 
freight trains will appoint a brakeman to protect this 
crossing when switching over the crossing. 


g—Rogers Bridge—Trains or engines must not exceed 
Five (5) miles per hour on Bridge 91-9 over East White 
River at Hogers. 


h—Worthington—Reduce speed to Six (6) miles por 
hour before and while; passing over street crossings. 


i—Bridge 52-0 over West White River, between Plummer 
and Lester; Bridge 2244 over Eel River, between Saline 
City and Eel River Station: engines of 500 class reduce 
speed to 5 miles per hour; engines of 600 class reduce 
speed to 10 miles per hour, before passing onto steel 
structure—brakes, should not be set nor wheels slipped 
and but very little steam used while engine is moving on 
these steel bridges. | 


k—Trains handling steam derrick equipment will not 
exceed | 

Twenty (20) miles per hour on good, straight track 
or light curves. 

Ten (10) miles per hour on rough, straight track or 
on sharp curves. 

One-half the rate required by General Order or bulletin 
speed restrictions. | E 5

6. Derails have been placed on station tracks, mine 
tracks and other auxiliary tracks. Enginemen and 


trainmen must look out for derails on all auxiliary tracks, 
including sidings, and| see that they are kept in proper 
position and locked before leaving.

7. Federal Requirements. "IR registers are kept 
at Round House and Yard or and at Terminal Sta- 
tions. Trainmen, Enginemen, Switchmen and Firemen 
must personally register at the point where they are re- 
leased from duty, and show all ‘information required by 


each column. 


a—At least 85 per cent of the cars in all freight trains 
must be provided with air brakes in good working con- 
dition, and the condition of all air brake appliances in 
the train must be known. Air tests must be made by each 
train before starting from initial station by setting the 
brakes, examining piston travel, and then releasing the 
brakes from the engin2er’s brake valve. Conductors must 
inform enginemen of the number lof cars in the train with 
air brakes in good working condition and number with 
air brakes not working. Particular mention must be made 
when there are more than two non-air cars coupled to- 
gether, giving the location in train, so that enginemen 
may know of possible failure in! obtaining an emergency 
application. Air hose must not be jerked apart but must 
be uncoupled by hand when safety will permit. Jerking 
the air hose apart results in burst hose, broken train lines 
and leaky couplings. 

8. Cars bearing Explosives, Inflammable or Acid 
placards must be handled as required by the instructions 


PECIAL INSTRUCTIONS—Continued 


for Handling Explosives and other Dangerous Articles. 
Each employe must provide himself with a copy of these 
regulations and must be governed accordingly. 

a—Cars must not be moved over a lighted fusee, or 
other source of fire. Before passing a yellow fusee it 
must be extinguished, or removed from the track a suffi- 
cient distance to avoid possibility of communicating fire 
to à car containing explosives or inflammables. Other 
sources of fire must not be passed when there are ex- 
plosives or inflammables in the train. 

9. Coal chutes have been erected at Cline and Worth- 
ington. An attendant will be in charge to operate coal 
hoisting machinery during the day. Train and engine 
crews must handle the levers necessary to coal their own 
engines at night. Train and enginemen who are not 
familiar with the mechanical handling ne-essary to coal 
lecomotives, will familiarize themselves with same under 
the supervision of the attendant. 

10. Local freight trains may carry passengers subject 
to the same rules as apply to the transportation of pas- 
sengers on passenger trains and will stop on signal to 
receive or land passengers at all stations designated as 


stops for passenger trains on schedule page, or in list*of 
stations not shown in station columns. 


11. Trains and Engines will expect to find cars on 
siding at Massey, Thomas, Plainville and King at all times.
